We 
muſt auely weigh, and caxefully con- 
fider our wants; for great are the er.

tinuance in licentious and wilfull libere 
tie in this point of negligence to ſerve 
G OD, is more than in the dayes of our

they diſclaimed their owne meanes, and 


cleaved unto the Providence of G OD,

ſon, David in diſtreſſe, and all the holy 


ones in the old time; in all their ttoubles; 


left worldly truſt, and addreſſed them» 


| ſelves onely ro the ayde of the living 


God] not refuſing ſuch lawfull neanes, 
as in his Wiſedome hee provided, and 
that paſt all humane hope, Tae Chil- 
dren of Iſrael hee delivered through 
the Red Sea, in time of danger; he gave 
them both food and water by unez- 
peed meanes ; hee delivered Peter, 
Pan, and others from the enemies 
hands miraculouſly in his Wiſedome; 
and hee werketh ſo for all that truſt in 
him at chis day. For his geod will end 
love is not diminiſhed, nor his power 
and loving hand ſhortned, but in his 
wonted love, hee helpeth all that relye 
upon 
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upon him. Bur ſuch is the perverſe 
crookedneſſd of mans nature, that now 
in theſe dayes they ſtrive even to deny 


the ability of GOD in working for 
his; and by their actions they thinke | 


thatche arme of God is weakened, his 
Power leſfened, and his care of his 
Children not to bee as then it was» 
And therefore they relye upon the 
ayde of man, the helpe of fleſh and 
bloud, ihe ftrength of th:ir owne 
arme, the wiſedome of their one 
patcs, and the ſmagination of their 
owne heads, the broken reed of AX. 
2ypt; wherein they diſclaime the he lpe 
of G OD, the mercy, the love, the care 
and Providence of the moſt Higheſt, 
For alas, doe we nct ce, that how ma- 
ny ſorts of men, ſo many weanes to 
maintaine their eſtates? The rich, in- 
to'wheſe hands God hath vouchſ.fed 
his gifts, they give Glory to their 
owne devices, and preſume upon their 
one policies; keeping their flore 
for a deare yeare; whereas the will 
of GOD in giving, is to the reliefe 
of their needy Brethren, Now, for 
that the Willof GOD is broken, the 
poore oppreſſed, and themſelves ther- 
by highly endangered, they ſhew them- 
ſelres nafaichfull in the Providence 


of 
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of God, in that they feare that u they 


give, they ſhall impoveriſli themſelves. 
They think not how God wroughr with 


| the bountiſull widdow of Sarepta, El/as 


hoſteſle, n multiplying that whereof ſhe 
liberally gave for his lake. They rather 
ſcoliſtily indeavour to heape up riches, 
not knowing who ſhall enjoy them: they 
purchaſe lands, and know not who ſhall 
inherit them: they build gay houſes,and 
know not who ſball poſleſſe chem; and 
flatter themſelvès, and ſay, Soule, take 
thine eaſe, when death ſtandeth at the 
doore, ready to take their ſoule from 


them. And being thus choaked with the 


riches of the world,the remembrance of 


the ſervice of God is baniſhed to the 
materiall Church; where if they preſent 
themſelves on the Sabbath day, they 
thinke ir a ſufficient diſcharge to heare 
the ordinary ſcryice,when all the rſt of 
the day they ſpend in worldly eonfe- 
rence and prophane exerciſe worſe than 

the reſt cf the weeke, A las,whar devo 
tion appeareth in theſe perſons ? 1 ſpeak 
but to them, whoſe conſciences ſhall ac- 
cuſe themſelves. God grant a ſpeedy re- 
formation withour compulhen; God will 

not be mocked. | 
Now, for the poore affficted ones, 
great is the frailty remaining in the 
10ſt 
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moſt. God grant patience to all. Such is! 
the common courſe ot fleſh and blood, 
accompanied with diſtreſſe, t hat for the 
moſt part, either violence, or impat« 
ence, or wilfull rebellion againſt God, 
is the effect of their conceits, touching 
their hard eſtate. And fo farre unlike 
Chriſtians (for the moſt part) are wee, 
that wee in ſtead of being followers of 
him, deny him; in ſtead of patient accep. 
tance Of his croſſe, we xilfully caſt it off 
by meanes unlawfull, by robbe rie, by 
theft, by violence, and by blood. And 
if opportunity ſerve to neither of theſe, 
wee even take counſell of Jobs wife, to 
curſe God, and (in brutiſſi manner) to 
leave the beſt refuge, namely, to re paire 
to GOD, and at his hands to ſeeke 
that which in good time he giveth to 
all in faith deſiring it; whether it be re- 
liefe in poverty with Elias; freedome 
from bondage with Dane! ; delivery 
from enemies with Davia; or comfort 
in all diſtreſſes wich the children of If- 
rael. We ſecke wrong meanes in ſuch 
diſtre fle, wherein we erre, not knowing 
that as God was loving unto Iſrael, fo 
he is loving unto al that love him truly, 
that call upon him faithfully, that at. 
tend his aide patiently, and obey his 
will duely. There is no cauſe why any 
man 
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man ſtands doubrfull of reliefe at the 
hands of him that never faileth to per- 
forme that which hee promiſed 3: for 
if wee aske, wee ſhall have; if wee 
ſeeke, wee ſhall finde; if we knock, 
hee will open the gate of his mercies , 
and powre ihe dew of his bleflings plen- 
tifully upon us, not regarding the per- 
ſon of any, but the obedient hearts of 
all. And therefore may the ſinner peni 
tent, the rich man truly liberall, and the 
poore diſtreſſed man faithſull (to their 
comforts) reſort to the throne of God, 
in prayers, and bee aſſuredly heard to 
their aſſured] pardon in the blood of 


Chriſt, co their comfort as well in pover⸗ 


ty as in abundance. 
It reſteth now thar wee pray one fer 
another; for our gratious King, thar 
God may be pleaſed in mercy long to 
pre ſerve him a King over us, and that 
hee may continue a joyfull Father in 
our Engliſh Iſrael. For all other Chri- 
ſtian Kings we muſt likewiſe pray, chat 
God will increaſe in them the ſpirit ot 
wiſdome, & favor to the diſtreſſed flocks 
under their ſeverall charges & govern- 
ments. We muſt be mindful of our poore 
Chriſtian brethren, koth at home & el 
where: and for the adverſaries of God: 
wuth (that new begin to aſſaile us, as 
B * we 
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we ſee, and whom God himſelfe hath o- 
verthrowne, te encourage us) that ei- 
ther ĩt may pleaſe him to convert them, 
or to tui ne their forces from us: and that 
it might pleaſe him in mercy to direct 
the lives and converſations of his Mini- 
ſters, that they by his ſpiric may preach 
both truly & boldly. And leſt their looſe 
lives ſhould be a flander untohis word, 
ler us pray that his grace may hold them 
from falling into that which the arch 
enemy of his religion indeyoureth to 
draw them to, and whereunto the fleſh is 
prone to yeeld, and the captious cavel- 
lers at the truth ready to publiſh, to the 
end to bring his word (by them duely 
preached ) into reproach in this world: 
& that we that are to be taught by their 
doctrine, may attentively hear, truly un- 
derſtand, and diligently exccute that 
which the word of truth teacheth.
